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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission (IDS) filed on 3/31/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2 and 9-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method for 
processing PFC that is used in a reduced pressure electronic manufacturing process, wherein the 
PFC is brought into atmospheric pressure through a vacuum pump, mixed with a reactive 
material, and a plasma is generated from the mixed gases to generated a polymer with the PFC 
and the reactive material . 

Neither of the prior art of the record teaches or suggests generating a polymer from the 
PFC that is brought into atmospheric pressure and mixed with a reactive material by Renerating 
an atmospheric plasma from the mixed gases . 

The closest prior art by Wofford et al (US Patent No. 5,750,823) requires a suction pump 
14 to maintain a proper pressure in the reaction vessel 12 when the device is utilized for treating 
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wastes emanating from a low pressure processing system, that is, Wofford et al lack the step of 
bringing into atmospheric pressure through a vacuum pump.
